A little 
vinegar put into the water when rins- 
Ing the hands does much towards cur- 
ng and preventing chapped hands 
Vinegar put into a bottle of old or 
dried glue will molsten and make ir 
like new again. Vinegar boiled on the 
stove while cooking oulons or cabbage 
will prevent the odor from filling the 
house. Vinegar and salt mixed will 
brighten and clean brass or copper 
kettles, ornaments, gas fixtures and 
the like. After its application the ar- 
ticles should be rinsed and polished 
with a clean dry cloth. A good furni- 
ture polish is a mixture of one part 
of vinegar to two parts of sweet oll 
used sparingly. The furniture should 
be polished after its use by a clean 


cloth. Vinegar and water Is good for 
bruises and sprains—The House 
keeper. 


For Burning Feet. 

Feet that are hot and bliistered from 
much standing or walking these warm 
days will be relieved and rested by the 
following treatment: Bathe them every 
night in salted water, allowing a quart 
of brine to a quart of water. The 
water may be hot or cold according to 
individual constitution. The feet 
should be scrubbed all over with a 
nail brush, which will often prevent 
the formation of corns, and hard spots 
on the soles may be reduced with a 
piece of fine emery paper or a fine file 
before the feet are placed in the water. 
The brine may be made by dissolving 
a pint of water, pouring it into a cor- 








ered jar or bottle, and allowing !t to 
stand for twenty-four hours. Sprinkle 
the feet with talcum powder, and wear 
large shoes, avolding the polished 
leathers.

CARS IN JAPAN ARE DIRTY. 


Ploor of Third-class Coaches Described 
as an Unswept Riot. 

In Japan the railway traveler buys 
a first, second or third class ticket, or 
if he wishes to go cheaper stil! he 
can get a Ucket entitling bim to sim- 
ply stand on the platform. Many of 
the cars can be entered either from the 
side or the end. The principal differ- 
ence between the first and second class 
coaches ig the color of the upholstery. 
None of the cars ts clean. Many of 
the third-class coaches could serve, 
without much alteration as ordinary 
pigsties. This ts all the more remark- 
able when the Incomparauie cleanit 
ness of the Japanese home life, even 
of the bumblest, Is taken {nto consid 
eration 

An explanation of this may be that 
the Japanese have little regard for the 
cleanliness of any place where they 
keep their shoes, or clogs, on, The 
European room, for example, which 
has been established In a few Japanese 
homes, is the only apartment In the 
whole house that {a not kept scrupu 
lously swept, dusted, ofled and bur 
nished. So, too, with the Japanese 
inns. Those that are maintained in 
native style are sweet and clean; those 
that have become Europeanized are 
usually littered with cigarette stumps, 
frult peelings, cores and other debris,

pared with a packed coach of Japan 
All sorts of unexpected things happen 
Daring ablutions are performed and 
complete change of raiment ts fre 
quently effected, the constantly recur- 
ring tunnels serving to screen the as- 
tonishing character -of these pro: 

The floor of the third-class 
coach fs an unswept riot of the flotsam 
and jetsam that usually follow in the 
wake of certain kinds of human craft 
the world over,

nerer marked a more conspteuous tral! 
than a lot of Japanese peasants en 
route. Only with the Japanese it is all 
a solemn affair. Travel seems to af- 
ford fitting opportunity to discard all 
kinds of personal wreckage. All 
forms of abandoned odds and ends of 
things begin to identify the {tinerary 
from the very start. Of course, the 
foreign traveler who wuades through 
this car-strewn waste does so to gain 
experience. It is not a pursult of bap- 
piness.—General Manager.

}helm Lacmann in the Leipsic Grentz 
boten. Equality, democracy and com- 
| munity of wealth and work are the 
| principles on which tt was founded tn 
18M by a split in a colony of Austrian 
Immigrants to Paraguay. “The houses 
jof the settlers lle together and form a 
small village, and are small, pretty ané@ 
clean; they have only one story, and 
€@re built of boards and shingled or 
l roofed with mazega grasa. The roof 
|} bangs far over the side walls and is 
supported by posts, a detall which al- 
lowa for a wide veranda—a most wel- 
come adjunct fn the hot weather. On 
one side of the louse ts a small out- 
building which contains the kitchen, 
aud every house has its garden, Ltttle 
plantations of sugar cane Ile between 
the houses and the gardens.” 

Up to the present the dwelling 
houses cover ouly a quarter of the 
space which has Leen reserved for the 
village, and when Herr Lacmann vis- 
{ted the place there were some twenty 
houses occupled and 108 in course of 
erection. In time the buildings will 
form a great aquare, which will He 
about a larger opeu square, In addi- 
tion a number of smaller public places 
have been provided for, which will lle, 
as those alrendy in existence, between 
the houses.

| the property of thelr users. When one 
enters the colony he must bring his 
entire property !n,with these excep- 
tions. When, however, one wishes to 
withdraw he dves not receive back the 
amount of his contribution, but only 
the amount which corresponds to his 
share for the last working perlod.” 

Everyone must go through a proba- 
tlonary perlod of one year, and before 
this period is completed no member 
ship Is obtained nor any contribution 
of goods made. Every applicant upoo 
entering must pay into the treasury 
$.5 for each adult member of the fam- 
{ly and half of this amount for each 
ehlld. If then the probationers de- 
eide not to remain in the colony thelr 
expenses to Buenos Ayres are pald, 
but this ts not done unless the appll 


eant remains in the colony three 
months. The only requirements are 
that the applicant be strong and 


healthy. “Under no circumstances are 
colored persons admitted.”

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LONDON’S UNEMPLOYED. 


Bill Providing for Relief by Work Be- 
fore Parliament. 

The past winter bas been a notable 
one iu England as far as labor con- 
ditions are concerned, says the Bos 
ton Transcript. The returns Issued 
each month by the London local gov- 
ernment board show that the number 
of persons In receipt of rellef from 
the State Is higher than itn any pre- 
eeding year since 1874. So acute has 
the situation become that the gov- 
ernment has introduced in Parliament 
a measure designed to afford relief, 
known as the “unemployed workmen” 
bill. Some labor leaders have been 
urging workingmen to march on Lon- 
don in a body, and several deputations 
have acted on the suggestion. One 
deputation which arrived In London 
was refused admission to the vis- 
itors’ gallery of the House of Com- 
mons and none of thein have been re- 
ceived, yet the government fathers 
this workingmen’s bill, recognizing the 
Importance of the problem. 

“The unemployed workmen bill pro- 
vides for public relief by employment. 
compulsory in London, optionally in 
the rest of the country,” according to 
the New York World. “It fs based on 
the principle that an applicant ‘hon- 
estiy desirous of obtaining work, but 
temporarily unable to do so from ex- 
ceptional causes over which he has 
no control,” should have a right to re- 
ceive employment relief. The ex- 
penses are to be met by a special tax, 
supplemented by contributions. The 
‘unemployed’ taxes cannot be used to 
provide temporary work except on 
farm colonies, thus drawing surplus 
labor away from congested cities and 
back to the land This new authority 
will also keep labor registers, assist 
“applicants by emigration and removal 
and share the cost of employment by 
other bodies. On the other hand, as 
safeguards, wages are to be less than
